CONDITION OF CHURCH: Good condition. 

FOUNDATIONS: Rubble stone in cement. 

FLOORS: Burned brick 10 end 11 inches square. Trienguler tiles in 
choir loft floor. 

Burned brick, stone and edobe, showing different periods of 
construction and additions. 

CRILINGS: Grotned brick vaults between transverse brick arches in 
Neve. Barrel vaulte in Transepte and Secriaty. All ceilings 
highly decorated with plaster relief ornement. Dome over 
crossing on high octagonal drum. Ceiling under choir lof 
studded with gilded carved wood pomegranates. 

EXTERIOR: Plaster over brick with plaster relief decoration on 


the entrance facade. 


INTERIOR: Plaster on brick, whitewashed up to the main Neve cor~ 


nice which is lively with painted decoration. Dome, drum, 
cornice and pendentives over crossing show somewhat faded 
but interesting peinted decoration. Ghoir loft rail is of 
early date es indiceted by crudely hand carved beiusters. 
OUTLYING BUILDINGS: Foundations of former buildings to west of 
church now utilized by new school buildings, however, some 


foundations end welle net so used are still traceable.

CONDITION OF CHURCH: Roof felien, towers mostly gone end walls 
still standing are fast crumbling. 

FOUNDATIONS: Rubble stone laid with cement. 

WALLS: Double walls showing one church constructed inside of an 
earlier structure. O14 wells are of edobe. Later walls are 
of adobe and burned brick. Molded brick cornice on parapet, 
eapped with roof tiles. Stone faced buttresses with stucco 
finieh on ench side of Have and rear of church. 

CRILINGS: Wave - flet phaster barrel vault supported on transverse 
adobe ribs. Plaster ia applied on saguaro ribs placed be- 
tween mesquite beame beering on these adobe ribs. Sanctuary - 
brick barrel vault. 

ROOF: Timber joints spanned by small poles lashed in place with 
rawhide and supporting mission roof tiles laid in cement. 

EXTERTOR: Finish ~ stucco om burned brick and adobe. 

INTERIOR: Finish - exceptionally hard thick gypeum plaster on walle 
and ceiling. Sanctusry welle and ceiling vivid with color- 
ful paintings fairly well preserved. Choir loft - 7" to 8" 
square mesquite floor beams and carved wood corbels finished 
with gypsum plaster. Steirse - circular mesquite stairs to 
the roof with soffit end center columns plastered. 


OUTLYING BUILDINGS: Remains of a few adobe walis east of church 


with e paved aree in front overgrown and covered with dirt 


end debris. <A portion of the edobe cemetery wall stands and 
foundations of guard well on north and east of church are 


raceable. Large area west of church is enclosed by mounded 


ruins with a stone terrace along the south side of this ares.

CONDITION OF CHURCH: Portion of ruined wells standing from

exterior walls which form a patio in front of the ramde.

CONDITION OF CHURCH: Wali preserved. 

FOUNDATIONS: Rubble stone in cement. 

FLOORS: Burned brick -- semi-circuler, square 3" x 9” and rec- 
tanguler 7° to &" x 15" and &* thick, laid in pattern. 

WALLS: Adobe brick faced with burned brick. Molded brick cornice 
on perapet. 

CEILINGS: Wave -- barrel vault of brick. Sanctuary -- brick dome. 
Baptistry -- groined brick vault with plaster ornaments. 
EXTENIOR: Finish -- cement stucco, whiteweshed. Bell tower -~- 2 
stories, upper floor of wood beams and boards. Entrance -~ 

pilasters at one time painted red and blue. 

INTERIOR: Finish -- lime plaster now whitewashed. Blue waeinscot 
painted in Neve. Painted decorations still remein in Bap- 
tistry. Side Altare of molded plaster over brick now white-~ 
washed, were once highly decoreted in red, blue and gold. 

DOORS: Main entrance doors of mesquite planks beautifully carved 
in Reneissence design in low relief end studded with chased 
bronze studs. Doors swing on wood pins. Sacristy door of 
mesquite, panelled and with painted decorations. 


STAINS: Cireuler mesquite stairs to roof. 


OUTLYING BUILDINGS: Only mounded ruins remain to west of church.

INTERIOR: Finish - thin mud plester on adobe. No evidence of paint- 


ea decorations located other then whitewssh. 
UTLYING BUILDINGS: A series of rooms to the north and east of the 
ehurch, in ruined condition with several emeall portions of 


adobe walle still stending above the debris. Other building 


foundations traceable north of church. 
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
